The 
indefatigabk: inanuer in wliicli he haa been 
worUiiig the jiaat three 3'eara ia beginning 
to tell (jn him and he needa iiuiet. I'rincu 
Henry ha.s already liad some experience in 
bureau work with Baron von Pntkammer. 
In order that he may have a rank litting liis 
position, tho title of adn.iral will probably 
be conferred. There are poaaibilitiea of hia 
being appointed regent when tho Kaiser ia 
absent on journeys. Prince Henry is de 
voted to bis elder brother and haa more in 
fluence 07er him than any one else. 

"LlnluR Ditches.'' 

London, March 20.— John Dillon, Nation- 
alist member of Parliament for East Mayo, 
in apeaking to a Glasgow audience li.at 
night, said that if in tho trouble with Ulster 
it eamo to lining ditches, the home rule 
Irishmen could hold their own with any 
body. He scouted the idea of the perseou 
tioQ of Protestants by Catholics in Ireland 
Nevertheless, he said, tho Irish were willing 
to submit to the humiliation of having 
clauses for the protection of Proteatanta in 
Ireland inserted in the Home Rule biU. 

Unvaltv In Itanccr. 

Lisbon, March 20. — King Carlos, Queen 
Mario Ainalio and members of tho Cabinet, 
went on a special train to Caldas da Ruina 
yesterday to open a hospital. The train 
ran off the track at Campolide, and all tho 
passengers wero thrown off their seats. 
Aaide from the fright caused from the shock 
nobody aud'ered from the aooident. After 
two hours of waiting tho royal party pro- 
ceeded on another train. 

DcNttncllTC lfnrrl««oc. 

SvDNKV, N.S.W., March 20.— The hurri- 
ne which paaaed over the Now Hebrides 
and Now Caledonia was tho worst over ox- 
porionced in tho region. It raged incessant- 
ly for three days, and tho rainfall waa 
enormous. Half of New Caledonia is flood- 
ed. In Toby alone ten persona wero 
drowned. The loss of properly waa at least 
£120,000. Most of the settlers were ruined.

Rome, March 20.— The Chamber of De- 
puties has voted 277,500 lire, equal to $').'>,■ 
500, for the Italian share in the World's 
Fuir.

AcAi'iiLco, March 20. — A courier haa ar- 
rived hero bringing news of the capture of 
Leandro Seto, one ot the most desperate 
and famous bandit chiefs in tho State of 
Guerrero. A few .days ago a strong force 
of troops made a raid upon a rendezvous of 
brigands. In the fight two soldiers were 
killed, three lirigiuida wounded and Seto 
captured. Ho will bo summarily shot upon 
his arrival here. 

Dvnamltcr Arrcsteil, 

Rome, March 19. — A French anarchist 
named Barnard was arrested hero to-day. 
Ho ia suspected of having caused the explo- 



sions at the PlazEi Antioie Mattel and the 
PalaoB Altieri. 

Late ChlncHC Advices. 

Sir.v.vciiAi, March 20. — Tho Chinese Gov- 
ernment has dispatched 15,000 repeating 
rifles to the troops on the Western frontier 
in tho vicinity of the Pamirs. Numerous 
drill instructora accompanied them. 

Ilcligiona riota have broken out in Amoor. 
Many native Chriatians have been tortured, 
and a few have been killed. The English 
missionary waa attacked. by a mob of fana- 
tics and barely saved hia life by flight.

Jlx-Congressniiin Blount Sails on a .Secret 
JUssiun to Honolulu. 

San Fuanimsco, March 20. — Ex-Congruaa- 
nuin .Juniea II. lUotint, Commissioner to Ha- 
waii, accompanied by Mra. Blount and Ellis 
Milla, stenographer of the State depart- 
ment" as secretary, arrived from 'U'ashing- 
ton this morning, and shortly after atartcd 
for Honolulu on the U. 8. revenue cutter 
Richard Iluah. Coniinisaioner Blount 
waa seen for a few minutea before 
boarding iho Ruah, and upon being re- 
(|ue8ted to say aomething about 
bis niiaaion, replied: "My mission 
so far US tho instructions connected with 
il are concerned ia a aecret one and in re- 
gard to those inatructioua, I am abaolutely 
unable to present to imp irt any information 
to the public. I would like to do so ; but 
I cannot." When aaked if he had any ideu 
as to how long he would ho away, ho said ; 
" I inuigine that I may be absent about 
three niontha. The Ruah will probably, ac- 
cording to what I hear, remain nt the 
Islands as long as I am there, and I shall 
very likely return in her."

Ferry's rnneral— Influence of His 
Deatii Dpon tlie Folitics of 
tbe Goutiuent. 



Probability of the President Being: 
Compelled to Foi-ra a New 
Cabinet. 



Pakis, March 19. — The room in which M. 
Ferry died haa been transformed into a mor- 
tuary, and ia hung with draperies worked 
with silver. The Government will probably 
direct, when the body is removed to Lux- 
embourg, that it be buried at Foucharupt, 
oa the crest of the Vosges, near the place 
whore iio resided during his retirement from 
public life. Ribot took the news of M. Fer- 
ry's death to President Carnot, who said : 
It is tbe diaappearance of one of tho re- 
serve forces of the Bepubllo— >the precious 
reserve." Republican newspapers appear 
bordered in black. Papers of all shades of 
opinion concede him a place in the first 
runk for work in "behalf of the Republic. 
The Chamber of Deputies decided to ad 
journ over Wednesday, the day of the 
luneral. In the Senate Charles Morlin, 
vice-president, delivered a long and elo 
(|Uent eulogy of the deceased statesman, to 
which the .Senators liatene<l with deep enio 
tion, Tlie Senate adopted the appropria 
tioii for thu funeral and then adjourned out 
of rcapaet to the memory of ita late president. 

The Bcrvices at the funeral of Jules Ferry 
will be conducted in acc )rdanco with the 
Augabei'g couftsaion, aa were ihoac at the 
funeral of Ren'*n M. Kerry, who waa reared 
u Catholic, but aft' r hia marriage adopted 
I'roteatuntism, aa he said, becauao ho be- 
lieved it to bo a wiao conipromiae between 
Catholicism and free thought. An addi- 
tional reason was that hia wife waa a Pro- 
tcat.wit, and he wiahed to attend church 
with her. 

Ni:w VoRK, March ID. — A Herald specia I 
from Paris says : The death of Jules Ferry 
will produce a much greater impression 
abroad than in France, for here it ia well 
known that hia political role was at an cud. 
Evoryone renders homago to the great gov- 
ernmental <iiiaiitiea of the dead man, but 
Ferry's unpopularity was so great that his 
return to power ttould have been impos- 
sible. He would have been the pawn 
whose ovolutiona would have had an influ- 
ence upon the iaaue of tbe game of political 
chess, but he never would hftve been able 
to win tbe game. His death strikes public 
opinion because it is a fresh trouble added 
to those which already oppress the country, 
but it is not likely to have any bearing upon 
the future of the Republic, which will come 
victorious out of the crisis. 

lb ia difficult to foresoo tho issue of the 
Panama trial, for the accusations arc in- 
creasing daily and it is becoming entirely a 
political allair. Yesterday the barristers 
mado thoroughly political speeches and at- 
tached the cabinet, and especially Minister 
Ribot, 

Several lato votes in tho Chamber have 
shown such a feeling that it seems almost 
imposaihle that next week can come to an 
end without a crisis. Ono would already 
have occurred but for tho diliiculty of re- 
placing the present cabinet. The indications 
of the recent votes appears to be that Cur- 
not will be forced to compoae a moderate 
cabinet. The premier of such a ministry 
could only be Cavaignac or Conatana, and 
I'reaidenl Carnot has so great an antipathy 
for both of lliem that ho would be loth to 
wiirU with them. Of the two ho would pre- 
fer Conatana, who would not accept power 
liefore the end of the Panama business, and 
il is imposaihle to know when that will be. 
Fre.9h diacovery of the De Reinach papers 
revives tho whole aubjeot. 

Tho exlradition of Ojriieliiia Hcrz could 
aciircely be refuaed by I'^ngland in tho face 
of bis odioua and charucterisic blackmail- 
ing. Whatever may have been tho bonds 
which united the two men, it seems impos- 
sible that a praotioal finanoier like De 
Reinach should liavo givon 12,000,000 fronos 
for fear of prosecution for corruption. An- 
oilicr report is that Herz possesaed secret 
proofs that Belnaoh had wished to poison 
iiini, but thia would be diflSoult to estab- 
lish. Tho names found in Do Roinaoh's 
pupers acom almost incredible. That of 
Urispi will have on influence upon the 
politics of Itoly, whilo that of Andrieux, 
notwithstanding the plauaiblo explanation 
oir.:red by him, will change tho whole chur- 
aclcr of tho Panama affair. Tho French, 
who arc very simple-minded, cannot com- 
prehend how a man plujMog a judicial role 
could have had financial tranaactiona with 
Do Reinach. Next week there will be big 
rovclationa of all aorta. 



(From our own Corrosoondent.) 
Ootawa, March 20.— The Goverament 
contemplates expending half a million dol- 
lars on the ship channel between Montreal 
and (Juebeo during tha next two or three 
years. It proposes removing all danger to 
vessels nud rendering tbe ehannel navigable 
at night. 

The Agriculture committeo passed a 
resolution this morning urging tho Govern- 
munt to send a comjiotent veterinary sur- 
geon to (ueat Britain, to bo present at tho 
first landing of Canadian cattle, when the 
lungs of the animals will bo examined. 

Mr. Weldon's bill to deprive persons ac- 
cepting bribes of tbe right to vote for seven 
yeara, waa oooaidored in committee to-night. 
Considerable progresa waa made, but il is 
questionable whether it will pass thia year. 

urther pajiors relating to the French 
treaty were presented to Parliainenb to-duy, 
adding nothing material to the information 
already known. They eonSrni the report 
that Sir Charles Tapper signed the treaty 
before the draft had reached Canada. 

Mr. Tiedale in a lengthy speech in the 
House made reference to the advisability of 
providingan all Canadian waterway from Port 
Arthur to the sea, 

An important decision waa rendered in 
tho Exchequer court to-day regarding the 
land expropriated by the Government in 
this city sixty-seven years ago for Ridcau 
Canal purposes. The court finds that the 
lands wero diverted from their original 
object, and the heirs of the Sparks estate 
obtain heavy damages. 

There are 114 breweries in the Dominion, 
ol which eighteen are in British Columbia.

The maat 
and oara were lashed together aod at- 
tached to the painter, and then thrown 
overboard aa a sea anchor to„keep the'i 
boat's head up to tho wind and sea. Judg- 
ing from appearances neither of the boats 
had been long adrift. The position of -'the 
drifting boats was aboot south by west of 
Sable Island on the banks of Newfoundland.

Ho urged that it iavolved the question 
of tho freedom of the high seas,, 
and such a question ought not, 
he _ contended, to be submittod to 
arbitration. England, he said, never sno-, 
ceeded Under arbitration because England 
had not a single friend among the European 
powers.

Leo's Voice to Be Heard in tho United States' 
by Mciius of the Phonograph. 

Rome, March 20.— Stephen Moriarty had 
a private andienca with the Pope to-day, at 
which he was introdnced to Monaignor 
Merry Delval. Moriarty hkd a phonograph 
with him, by means of which he delivered 
an address in Italian congratulating His- 
Holiness on bis episoopal jubilee, and say- 
ing tbat'ho felt deeply honored at being the 
bearer of two messages, one from the late 
Cardinal Manning and one from Cardinal 
Gibbons of Baltimore, both oxpreaaing devo- 
tion to the person and sacred office of the 
auoceasor to St. Peter. Moriarty requested 
Hia Holiness to apeak into tho phonograph 
an expression of lovo and blessing which 
might ho delivered to tho Roman Catholics 
of America on tho opening of the Chicago 
xhibition. Ho pointed out thatif the Pope 
hould grant thia request it would bo the 
first time that the voice of tbe sovereign 
pontiir would be hoard in America. Hia 
Holincsa then listened to tho message of the 
late Cardinid Manning. He waa greatly 
affected al bearing the voice of the dead 
cardinal, and then listened to tho mesaago 
of Cardinal Gibbons, in which ho asked the 
bleaaiug of God upon the Pope.

aOVERNMENTAL INTERFERENCE. 

Our esteemed oorreapoaJent " J. N. L.," 
whoso able and thoughtful letter appears in 
Saturday's issue, speaking of the duty of 
Government with respeob to the different 
industries carried on in a country, said : 

" One of these duties is that tho Govern- 
iiicnt must eecure peace between masters 
and workmen, and thus prevent work being 
interrupted, by oncoiiraginfj in every way 
permanence in industry and einploynient, 
by promoting trade guilds, and the formation 
for those guilds of a common fund out of 
contributions from both employers and em- 
ployes to be a corporate property for tho 
workmen, and alao by creating courts of 
arbitration foraettlinp disputes." 

Here otir correspondent louebcs upon tlie 
vexed question of paternnliain. la it pos- 
sible for the Government in any other way 
than by impartially enforcing just laws for 
Jtho preservation of good order " to secure 
,peace between inaaters and workmen " ? Is 
not the matter better left; to individual 
discretion, prudence and forbearance than 
to governmental interference? Can Gov- 
ernment interpose between employers and 
employed without doing more barm than 
t;ood ? Should not both be left perfectly 
free to make their own bargains and buai- 
DOBS arrangements ? If workmen lind it lo 
■ho conducive to their welfare to form com- 
'binationa to preserve and defend their own 
intereati, can bhey not do this better with- 
out the aid of Oovemment than with its 
help ! We Sod that in many oountriea work- 
ingmen have formed voluntary organizations 
for various purposes without the interfer- 
ence of government and in several cases 
in oppoailioa to its luilaencca. Would tho 
" guilds" be stronger or would they be bet- 
ter managed or more eiFectiveif government 
had interposed in their formation and aided 
in their management ? Wo arc decidedly of 
opinion that it has been bctler for the dif- 
ferent comiiiuuitiea in M'liieh they exist 
and bolter for the work iiigmen themselves 
th.it tliese or^';uii/..i.tiniis should ho in every 
sense their own. To form these " guilds " 
and to conduct them has been an education 
for tho men in the duties of citizenship that 
has been of immense benefit to them. They 
have nuulo miatakcs, So liiivo all learners 
in every depivrlmeat of human activily ; but 
tlieao niifltakea have been |)art of ibeir 
training. The individual and tho whole 
class have learned lessons from them that 
they would havo learned in no other way. 
" Hrperience teaches" is a very old maxim, 
and workingmen need tho teaching of ex- 
perience (niile an much aa any other class. 
If in tliia inatlcr f;i)vcrnineiit. uuderlakea to 
be their schooliiiaatcr the men wotild bo de- 
prived of an intellootual and a moral discip- 
line which has done and is doing them any 
amount of good. If either employers or cm- 
j)li)yed commit lireaehea of llio peace or in- 
fringe on tho legal rights ol otliera, it 
is then tho duty of tho government to 
step in and promptly and firmly insist on tho 
preservation of poaoe and the observance of 
law. Until the law is violated the greatest 
kindness that government can do tho 



workingmen and their- organizations is to 
leave them alone. 

We hold that this policy should be main- 
tained with respect to the men's provident 
assooiaiions. The formation of them and 
the working of them should be left to the 
members themselves, and government 
should only intorvouo to prevent or punish 
fraud. Wo believe that it is of much moro 
importance to cultivate self-dependence and 
self-respect in the workingmen, and in 
every other class of the community, than to 
attempt by pfovernnicntal aid to tide them 
over tho diflicultics which they must face. 

The attempt " to protect iuduetry against 
unfair and fool-hardy home competition," 
suggested by our correspondent, would, we 
fear, bo in practice a good deal worse 
than tho competition ho complains 
of. Tho interforenco of government in tho 
conduct of men's business, let its intentions 
be ever so good, is very seldom attended 
with beneficial results. The evil which 
our correspondent would like to see remedied 
is certain to oure itself in the long run. 
The men who start in business with iu- 
sullicicnt capital and badly equipped in 
other respects, aro pro';ty certain to go lo 
the wall before long. They spend their 
money rapidly and while it lasts some one 
gets the good of it. Here again experience 
is tho proper teacher, much better we 
should say than a Government which neces- 
sarily cannot know much about busiueaa, 
and which, if it attempted to regulate it, 
would create moro and worse evils tlian it 
attempted to cure. British commerce, 
which is the greatest and most succcaaful In 
the world, is an immense self-regulating 
ayatein. The active interposition of law ia 
acldom invoked by tho British except to 
redress wrongs and to punish fraud. The 
training which the individual citizen ro- 
ceivea in being allowed the widest possible 
scope for his energies is of the utmost use 
to him, and we see the results that the 
operation of tho British system has pro- 
duced. That it is not perfect every one 
will allow, but it is we think rash to say 
that the evils which it hia so far failed to 
remedy can bo cured sooner and more 
effectively by paternaliani than by the re- 
cuperative and self-repairing powera of tho 
system itself. 

IMPROVIDENT AND CRUEL. 

It is to be hoped that tho experience of 
last winter will convince the stock-raisers 
of tho interior of tho Province of tho neces- 
sity of providing a suffioiont quantity of 
fodder in the summer to keep their cattle 
from suffering during the winter months. 
It is indeed pitiable to see cattle in tho con- 
dition descrilied by " .Stranger and Pil- 
grim " in Saturday's Colonist. It is cruelty 
of a moat incxcusablo kind to allow dumb 
animals to bo tortured for mouths by starv- 
ation and exposure. 

It may be said that last winter was un- 
commonly severe and the snow was deeper 
and remained longer on the ground than 
usual. Tliia ia true. But is not this a 
contingency that a provident stock-raiser 
should be prepared for ? No ono can tell 
beforehand how oold a winter is to be, or 
how long it shall continue. To be un^jrc- 
jiared for even an unusually long winter is 
as much a reproach lo the business cliarao- 
ter of a rancher as it is for a ninrchant to 
allow his ship to go to sea uninsured. Tho 
ohancesaregreally iufavorof thoship's reach- 
ing her port of destinutiun safely,but there is 
risk of her being damaged or lost. So to 
provide against even a comparatively small 
risk he, at considerable expense, insures his 
ship. Tho rancher has a still greater in- 
ilucement to provide a good supply of fod- 
der for his cuttle. They will be sure lo 
wont some of it, and if it is all cousumcd 
the cattle will be better in every way for 
being fed well during the, winter months. 
His hay is a kind of insurance fund, but it 
dilfers from the money paid to insure ships 
or houses or property of any kind in 
that the insurer himself in any case gets 
the whole benefit of his outlay. 
It is therefore bad business not to provide 
for the cattle more fodder than they would 
be likely to want in a moderate winter, and 
from a huiiianilarian point of view it is in- 
excusable cruelty to expose cattle to suffer- 
ing for want of food and alielter. 

The picture which our correspondent 
draws of the sufferings of the poor dumb 
creatures is simply sickening, and such 
treatment ought not to be allowed. As the 
animals cannot take their own part the law 
ought to step in to protect them from ill- 
usage. No man haa a right, when it cm be 
prevented, to allow cattle to die of hunger 
and exposure. The iuhum.in carter in a 
oity who starves bis horse, who cruelly 
beats him or who drives him when ho is 
unfit to work, is very properly liable to fine 
and imprifloumont. It is a disgrace to a 
civilized community that dumb aiiima 
should be 80 trealeil. Ia not ll 
man who allows a whole herd of 
cattle to suffer in the way described by our 
correspondent equolly guilty and equally 
deserving of punishment. There can bo but 
ono answer lo this f(Ucslion. 

We are informed that inhumane treatment 
of cattle is not common, that tho majority 
of ranchers, both for their own eakes and 
for the sake of the poor brutes under their 
care, are careful to provide for them suffi- 
cient hay for winter's use. We would be 



sorry to think that this was not the case, 
for it would be a deep reproach to raucnera 
as a class if they were so stupid Mid so cruel 
as habitually to starve their stock. 



LIFB SAVED. 



It is every year becoming more and more 
evident that sanitary precautions are effect- 
ive and that in placea where sanitary laws 

aro observed tho average duration of human 
life ia increased. Of lato yeara atatiaticians 
of known skill and unquestioned integrity 
havo been inquiring into thia subject, with 
results most encouraging to the sanitary 
reformer. 

It ia only in countries where population 
ia great and in which sauitary reform has 
been going on for a number of years, that 
observations on llio effect produced by sani- 
tary measures can bo satisfactorily made. In 
England and Wales considerable attention 
has of late years been paid to sanitation. 
Tho diminution of tho death rate in those 
parta of the island of (ireat Britain during 
the last seventeen j'eara baa been very re- 
markable. In IST.'l the death rate was 21. '2 
in the 1,000 of tho population; in 1880 it was 
17.9. This saving of life does not appear to 
he very great when only one thousand is 
considered, but wlien we come to think that 
at this rate Ihere are .'{,1100 lives saved 
every year in tho million of the population, 
or !l!>,IIIIO — about the population of thia Pro- 
vince — in thirty millions, wo will bo able, 
to some extent, to realize the great saving 
of life which has been effected by sanitary 
improvement. 

In twenty of the largest towns the deaths 
in those years fell from 21. 1 to 1!) in the 
thouaaiid. Tina ni ikea a saving of 5, lUO in 
tho million. In Loudon, at the beginning 
of the period, the death rate was 22.5, and 
at tho close of it it was 17.4. This makes a 
saving of over 20,000 lives every year in that 
oity alono. The death rate in Liverpool fell 
from 25.1) to 21. (i; in Maidstone from 22.8 
lo i;!.7. 

Perhaps the moat signilicant fact ahowu by 
these highly interesting statistics is the 
marked diminution of deaths from what are 

called zymotic or filth diseases. These have 
fallen from .3.1)0 in tho decade between 1H51 
and ISOO to 2 -12 in the decade between 1881 
and 1800. This ia trulysaid to beanextra- 
ordinary reduction. 

With such figures as these before them, it 
ia not surprising that sanitary reformers are 
impatient of the stupid apathy on tho 
subject of sanitation too often exhibited by 
tho men chosen to regulate the affairs of 
many cities. These men refuse to bo held 
accountable for the death from prevent 
able causes of persons under their jurisdic 
tion. But if life can be saved by taking 
precautions known to bo effective, aro not 
tho men who neglect those precautions to 
be held rcsponaible for tho exceaaive mor- 
tality of the communities placed unilcr 
their care ? It aeeina to ua that if by 
taking tho proper measures the deaths in a 
community can be reduced say four in the 
ono thousand, the men whose duty 
it is lo lake thoso precautions, but who do 
not, shoulil be held accountableforthoae four 
unnecessary deaths in every thousand of 
tho population 1

Let the forwards move on- 
wai d ni a bunch, aa it were, then when they 
cijn)c to the full back don't allow liim to fall 
on the b.dl, liuL kick il over hia head and 
race into go.il, 'L'hey were, aa before, 
far Lou alow in forming the acruni, and were 
often mailed in conaciiuoneo. Then they 
ditl not put their heads down and p 
enough, thereby interfering with the 
b'aeka, who seldom had a chance of _ 
up and feeding the backs. The half-bucks 
are iiuite e(|U>d to their work; why not give 
them a show ',' 

Tho three (quarter backs, except Ander- 
son, are rather too fond of running until 
they are tackled, instead of kicking just be- 
fore they got into danger. This brings ap- 
plause but does not advance tho game. 
They sometimes take flying kicks, too, 
which is very risky play ; far better lio 
down on tho ball. And too little uae was 
made of them, mainly owing to the half 
backs being interferetl with, as aforesaid. 
Such a speedy runner as Marshall should bo 
placed far out on the wing, and the ball 
passed to him in the way that the Seniors 
did very neatly again and again to the levi- 
athan, Fisher. Tho Captain, Anderson, is 
really a good pluyer. Ho kicks well, nearly 
always at tho right time, and into touon 
when advisable ; and he keeps bis men well 
in hand. When advancing years bring him 
a little more " beef," he will be a formid- 
able opponent. 

The (|uick and fearless way in which the 
Juniors to a man tackled tho heaviest on the 
opposite side did one good to see. It bodes 
well for the result of their visit to Van- 
couver, where wo must all wish them suc- 
cess. Altogether, while in the result of the 
match the Juniors have something to he 
proud of, the Seniors have nothing to he 
ashamed of — they are not so young aa they 
used to be. 1 1 is to be hoped that the en- 
counter will bo repeated before the end of 
the season.

Mr. TiROWN moved for a return " show- 
ing for what land, expropriated for publio 
purpoeee (see vote No. ll'li" in Supple- 
mentary Kaliniates [or year cmling .'fOtli 
June, 18'Ja) the sum of §3S,215 has been 
paid, sliowing tho number of lots or parcels 
of land, description, measurement and 
assessed \ulue on the last revised assess- 
ment roll of Victoria City, of each lot or 
parcel, the price paid for each lot, and the 
name of the person from whom it was pur- 
chased."

TUB GAUVHEAU KXPKIllTlON. 

Mr. McKknzik moved, seconded by Mr. 
Sword, " That u select committee, consist- 
ing of Messrs. Smith, Grant, Koycrs, Walt 
and the mover, be appointed to iiKjuire into 
tho management of tho (iuiivrcau expedi- 
tion last sunmier, and to ascertain the cost 
and full particuluro ( f tho same, with power 
to oall for persons uud papers and to report 
to this House." 

Mu. McKh.n/.ie said that the object of 
the motion was to find out particulars of 
tho expedition. Ho charged that tho expe- 
dition had been a useless one, lasting six 
weeks longer than necessary, and that the 
expenditure was exceisive. 

Hon. Mu. Vkknon asked that this mo- 
tion should bo laid over until tho corres- 
pondence asked for in the previous resolu- 
tion should be brought down. He said the 
fact was that Capt. Moore had laid certain 
charges before the Executive, to which Mr. 
Gauvreau bad been asked to reply. The 
complete correspondence would be placed 
before ttie Houae in the course of a day or 
two. 

Tiie debate on the motion was adjourned.

Hon. Coi. Baker presented a return to 
an order of the House re school districts. 

SPEOMI. WABBANTS. 

Hon. Mr. Bkaven moved, seconded by 
Dr. Milne, for a return showing the sums 

which have been paid to date amongst the 
itciiis mentioned in tho Supplementary Ka- 
timatcs, 1892-lS0,'i, as placed before the 
Legislature. 

Hon. Mr. Davik said there was no ob- 
jection to tho warrant being issued. Dur- 
ing recess certain mouoys had been paid out 
on the warrant of tho Lieut. -Governor as 
provided for in tho Rovcnuo Act. All 
moneys naid out had been paid by specii*'^ 
mmttt,"BO that thoy perfectly \^^^^{_ 
This was a perfect nnswer to th<t teniark of 
the bon. lesider of the OppoftlUon, that a bill 
of indemnity was n'.eded. Tho hon. gentle- 
man seemed to imagine that the fiovern- 
ment was the same as a municipality and 
could not exceed the estimates. The Gov- 
ernment was placed in a totally diflerent 
position, and when an emergency arose 
there was authority for expeuditure which 
was not authorized by vote of the Assembly. 

Mu. Martin informed tho hon. leader of 
the Opposition that the Public Accounts 
committee would report on the subject of 
special warrunla. 

Hon. Mr. Bkaven, in clo.iing the debate, 
hoped the iufoimation would be brought 
down at onjo, and that tho Attorney-(;eii- 
eral would, if it was shown moneys had been 
paid ' out without authority, prosecute 
the ollicera who were responsible, or if he 
(Mr. Davie) were personally reaponaiblo, ho 
should get the Deputy Attorney-General to 
prosecute him. 

The motion carried. 

RE CARinoo iro.Sl'ITAl.. 

Hon. Mr. Hkavhn moved, seconded by 
Mr. Semlin, tor copies of all orders-in- 
council, correspondence and telegrams re- 
lating to the summary dismissal by the At- 
torney-General of Dr. \V. Reinhard from 
the position as surgeon of the Cariboo hos- 
pital, and the appointment of Dr. Tunstall, 
jr., in his place. 

Hon. Mr. Bkaven sidd he understood tho 
hon. Attorney-General had peremptorily in- 
structed the management of tho Cariboo 
hospital to dismiss Dr. Fieinhard, although 
tho Board was very desirous of keeping 
him. At tho present time he was not cast- 
ing any blame on tho Government, but tho 
information before him seemed to indicate 
that the Attorney-General and the Govern- 
ment had acted in a roost high-handed and 
arbitrary manner. 

Hon. Mu. Davie replied that the name 
of tho " Attorney-General " seemed to be 
a sort of nightmare to the hon. leader of 
the Upposition. . When he assured 
that hon. gentleman that, disposed 
as the jovernment were to afford every in- 
formation in its power, it would bo necca- 
■ary to deny the request of the motion, ho 
would no doubt bo surprised. This, like 
most of the matters with which tho hon. 
leadsr of the Opposition connected hia (Mr. 
Davie's) name, was bused upon an assump- 
tion entirely contrary to tho facts. He 
begged to say that tho Attorney-General 
had never sent, a telegram "summurily dia- 
iiiiubing" Dr. Reinhard from the position of 
surgeon of Cariboo hospital. If the hon. 
leader of tho Oppoaition woulil move ii 
proper resolution he coubl got all tlio facta 
in connection with the cise if thrit wua 
what ho wua after. The hon. geiilloinaii 
would then see that so far as aiiytliiiig hav- 
ing been douo by the Attoniey-denoral for 
the purpose of taking the matter out 
of tho liaiKla of tho board waa 
concernuil, the conchiaion he had ar- 
rived at waa totally wrong, us the 
Alloriiey-Gencral liad sent no telegram to 
have the olllccr referred to summarily uis- 
niissed. '.I'lio facts could be got at 
without any diflicully, and if the 
hon. loader of tho Opposition would 
only allow hia vindictive spirit to give him 
(Mr. Davie) credit now and then for doing 
what was actually right, he (Mr. Beuvcn) 
would not be so oft^u led astray. In con- 
clusion, he would say that this resolution 
could not bo allowed to p.iss, simply for tho 
reason that the Attorney-General had not 
sent any such telegram peremptorily order- 



ing the dismissal of Dr. Reinhard, as the 
hon. leinler of the Opposition would see if 
ho would move a proper motion and get the 
documents. Tho present resolution was, 
however, aiinply based on an assumption, 
and had no foundation in fact. 

Mu. Semli.v wished to know in what 
shape tho hon. Attorney-General would like 
to havo the resolution.. 

Hon. Mr, Davie replied that tho bon 
leader of the Oppoaition knew very well 
how to word his resolution. 

Hon. Mk. Bkaven said that ho hold in 
hia hand a document in Dr. Reinhard'g own 
handwriting, wherein ho said " having 
been nummarily dismissed by order of Theo- 
dore Davie." 

Hon. Mr. Davie— Ho has been stuffing 
you. (Laughter.) 

Hon. Mr. Beaven— Well, lot us have 
tho telegrams then, and we will be able 
to see whether he is telling the truth or 
you are. 

Hon. Mr. Davik -How can wo lot you 
have telegrams when there are no such tele- 
grams in existence t 

Hon. Mr. Beavkn— He says that tho 
agent told him there were. Either this 
House is being deceived, or else tho agent 
told what waa not correct. 

Hon. Mr. Davie— There were no such 
telegrams. 

Hon. Mb. Beaven continued, that if 
there were no such telegrams in existence, 
then the Government agent had been "atufF- 
ing" Dr. Reinhard. Howeror, Cariboo was 
a, long way off, and tho Governinont no 
donbt felt safe for the present session atany 
rate. 

Hon. Mu. Vkunon suggested that tho 
bon. leader of the Opposition amend his 
motion by .striking nut tho words "re sum- 
mary diamiaaal." Ho said that if thia was 
douo he did not know that there would be 
any objection on tho part of tho (iovcrn- 
inent to tho rusnlulion paaaing. There WiS 
no desire to conceal anything in connection 
with the matter, the only obji'otion that 
was being made being to tho otreuaivo kin 
giiago of the luotinn, which might just ai 
well ba amended if it was information that 
the hon. gentbman wanted 

Hun. Mk. Hkaven refused to amend tho 
motion, which was lost on tho following 
division

TAX on C1IINK.se. 

Mu. PuNUii moved, seconded by Dr. 
Watt, " That a respectful address be pre- 
sented to tho Lieutenant-Governor praying 
him to move the Dominion (Jovernment to 
increase the per capita tax on Chinese com- 
ing into this country to one hundred dollars, 
and also to give to this Province at least 
seventy-five per cent, of tho said tax." 

Dr. Watt said be believed Chinese 
should be kept* out of the Province alto- 
gether, but as this could not be bad, the 
present resolution was a step in the right 
direction. 

Hon. Mu. Davie said that he hoped the 
hon. gentleman who had moved this reso- 
lution, with the object of which he was 
thoroughly in accord, would allow it to 
stand for the present as arrangements had 
been made to take np to-day a very im- 
portant public measure, the New Parlia- 
ment Buildings bill, and this being the case, 
he would move the adjournment of the de- 
bate in order that the remarks of hon. mem- 
bers of the Houae upon tha paction would 
not have to be shortened. 
The deI;atB was adjourned. 

n-ew parliament nuiLDiNOS bill, 
Hon. Mu. Turneu in moving tho second 
reading of tho New Parliament Buildings 
bill, said that he certainly thought when 
the bill waa first brought down to the House 
that it would be supported by every hon. 
member. Ho would still think ao but for 
the fact that when it was introduced hia 
hon. friend from New Westminster City 
(Mr. Brown) had taken occasion to aay that 
he would oppose it at every stage. He 
thought the hon. gentleman was hasty in 
making that statement, as he could not 
then have understood the whole of the plan, 
but the fact that he was hasty was perhaps 
in keeping with his general course of con- 
duct, which had earned for htm in this 
flouae and in the country generally, 
the name of " Winchester Brown." 
He was sure that when the hon. 
member (.Mr. Brown) considered thia matter 
a good deal more carefully than ho had ap- 
peared to do BO far, he would not only with- 
draw his opposition, but would aay that it 
waa a most desirable thing to do. There 
waa no gainsaying tho fact that tho Govern- 
ment buildings of thia Province wero not up 
to the requirements. Thoy had been erected 
for many yeara, had been added to from 
time to time, and wero now so old and di- 
lapidated as to require constant repairing to 
keep them in such a shape that they could 
bo used at all. They wero totally unsuit- 
able for the public rc(|uireinents. For in- 
stance, during the present se.saion it had 
been neceseary to adjourn thia Houae for 
about a week on account of the inclement 
weather which made it simply imposbibhi to 
keep tho Legislative hall at anything like 
the temperature at which men could work. 
But thia was not tho great complaint, for 
the IjOgislatiiro waa only iu session for a 
portion of the year, while the public de- 
partments, which were all practically built 
tho same, were occupied from one year's end 
to the other. They -wore unsafe tor the de- 
posit of valuable documents ; in fact, there 
was really no protection at all in case of fire, 
for should there booneof the buildingsignited 
it would bo practically impossible to save 
anything. Tho present bill before the House 
was one that had been carefully considered 
in all its details by the Government, and 
the conclusion that had been arrived at waa 
that tho bfst thing that could be done in the 
intereata of tho Province wouM bo to at 
once put up a building that wcmld be at 
once at safe repoailory for public records, a 
convenient and suitable place for the trans- 
action of public buaineaa, and a credit to 
the Province. It would bo unbuaineas-liUe 
to continuo to patch up the old buildings 
year after year, and fritter away public 
monc^y in that way, having in the meantime 
tn make adilitiona from time to time at con- 
siderable expense, when for very little more 
money the interest on a loan for lifty years 
could be paid, and tho I'rovinco coulil have 
a building at it.s Capital that would uiiswcr 
all rcquironKiiits for many yiaia. Tho 
building wouUl beabaudHomeoiie, that would 
be mucli admired by the tourists 
and viaitors, and would in that way 
do the Province some good. But the 
main point and tho ono which must not ho 
lost aiglit of wna that the buildings were 
neceaairy, and it was an economical policy 
to build them now in tho way proposed. 
Tho Kchemo was a well digested one, and 
ho waa auro would meet with hearty sup- 
port not only in tho Houae but in tho 
country. The plans had been ahown in the 
lobby of tho House the other day. Thoy 
needed no praise, as any ono who saw thorn 
must have come to the couolusion that the 
proposed building would be very handsome 
indeed. In thia connection he would say 
that there was one thing to be oongratulat- 



do with the bill, ho looked upon aa an 
important indication. That was that out 
of the 07 architecta that had aent in com- 
peting plana two of them out of five who 
had been picked, without any knowledge of 
wdio they wero or where they eaino from, 
had been Britiah Columbiana, and when the 
plana of tho fivo had been sent back to be 
completed it was found that tho best of the 
whole lot waa aiau a British Columbian. 
He did not think there waa much more to 
say in support of tho second reading of tho 
bill. Tho object waa clearly evident, and 
hon. mombora wore pretty conversant with 
tho subject, so he felt sure that he could 
leave it in this way iathe hands of the House, 
Mr. Semlin said that he thought there 
were many members on the Opposition side 
of the House who would like to see the bill 
given the six months' hoist, nnleas some far 
more cogent reasons were advanced why the 
money asked for should be advanced. Uo 
ridiculed the idea of entailing an expendi- 
ture of $600,000 for the purpose of attract- 
ing tourist travel, for, he said, the natural 
attractions of the country wero such that 
tho tourists would come anyway. The pre- 
amble of tho bill aaid that the present 
buildings wero wholly inadctpiato. When 
did they become so ? He recalled tho build 
ing of tho Victoria oourt house and the re 
moval of the registry otlico to it from the 
Lands and Works department, so that the 
latter could hardly bo crowded. Years 
hence, when tho population of tho Province 
doubled or trebled, it would bo time 
enough to approach thia (|Ucation of new 
parliament buildings. Ho estimated that it 
wis proposed to impose a taxation of some 
51l3 or fl5 per head on tho ta.\-payiiig popu- 
lation of li. C, and probably before the 
buildings wero completed thia would be 
increased to S'JU per bead. Kven wero 
theso buildings necoasary, the present 
was an inopportune time to ask for the expen- 
diture of such an amount of money lor the 
sake of glory. The debt of liritiah Colum- 
bia waa much larger than tho debt of tho 
State of Washington, and tho population 
much smaller, yet when there was a motion 
passed in the State to erect public buildings, 
the press of tho country made a great out- 
cry. He recalled tho expenditure iu cou- 
nection with tho graving dock at Esipii- 
malt and the opposition there was to it at 
tho time, and drew attention to the fact 
that the graving dock scheme was not 
sprung upon the Legislature but had been 
discussed for several sessions, and even then 
it was very much opposed. This question 
of new parliament buildings was, he 
thought, simply one of expediency. The 
Government, no doubt, wished to 
keep the Capitd at Victoria, but if 
thoy wrongfully Spent BUsh a large sum of 
money even now, it would be no surety that 
tho capital would remain here. Look at the 
case ot California ! For yeara tho capital 
had been at Sacramento, but when the Leg- 
islature decided to change it to Sun Joaedid 
the fact that a largo sum of money had 
been spent in buildings prevent such re- 
moval ? No, it did not, and tho same rule 
would apply to British Columbia. Another 
thing, waa tho House now in a position to 
discnss this vote? He did not think so, in- 
asmuch as tho House, by tho admission of tho 
Govorument itself did not represent the 
people. Let tho House wait for tho Gov- 
ernment buildings until tho Redistribution 
bill waa brought down. Then lot tho Gov- 
ernment disaijjvo tho House and appeal to 
tho country t« see if this proposition would 
be endorsed by them. The hon. Minister of 
Education claimed a few days ago that tho 
country could not stand tha drain of tho 
taxation imposed by tho Dominion Govern- 
ment, and if this was tho case bow could 
the additional taxation be bcro? ? He pro- 
posed to vot? against the second teadiog. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon, in continuing the 
debate, said that he wished it to ho dis- 
tinctly understood at the outset of hia re- 
marka that there waa in his mind no 
thought of tho probable ell' c.t of the pro- 
posed new building? upon the (|ueation of 
tho Canitul of the Province, nor did ho 
think such a question as that should enter 
into the discuhsion at all, for the reason that 
there was no probability, no matter how re- 
mote, that the Capital would over bo re- 
moved. He could not conceive of any 
reason why it should bo removed, and so 
did not propose to discuaa tho question in 
that light at all. And he would go further 
and assure the House that this bill waa not 
brought down by the Government in fear of 
anything of tho kind that had been sug- 
gested happening. No change in political 
matters, uo change that would be brought 
about by the Redistribution bill, as had 
been suggested, would make it necessary or 
desirable to remove the Capital from Vic- 
toria, and be therefore did not see the 
necessity of dealing in any way with 
thia phase of the question, as there 
had ai>parontIy b'jen a disposition to do, 
more especially by some of tho interior 
newspapera which he had seen. The bill 
now before the House waa simply resolved 
to thia. It waa a straight business propo- 
sition : first, did the rcquireiuenta of the 
country demand that there should bo new 
parliament building.s; and second, could the 
country afford them '.' Those were tho two 
([ueationa that had to bo answered, and for 
hia own part he anawerod them in tho af- 
firmative and would therefore vote for tho 
second reading. (Hear, hear.) Let it bo 
further underatood that there was no ques- 
tion of Island and Mainland, or anything of 
the kind — it was simply, aa he stated, a 
business proposition. In tho first place, 
were tho new buildings necessary? Em- 
phatically yea. Tho present buildings bad 
been erected long ago and had been in use 
for a long time. They were no longer 
capable of accommodating the stall 
that was required for the transaction of the 
public busicess and new offices had to 
Ijo provided in some way. It was notto bo ex- 
pected, with the Province growing so 
rapidly and developing as it was and tho 
work nf the different departments constant- 
ly increaaing, that the same old ofliccj 
would answer all purposes. Hon. membera 
seemed to imagine, at least some of them 
did, when a reference was made to the 
f^egislature buildinga that nothing but the 
Logialature hall was mount. This was a 
mistake. The hall was big enoui^h for some 
lime to come and would no doubt answer 
the reciuirementa for aDiiie three or four 
yeara. Of courao the Houae had been iu- 
convcidenced tiuring tlie inclement weather 
for a wei k or so, but such weather did not 
(jomc often, bo that bon. inenilierH could 
aland it |Hetty well. Hut t lie ipicstion for 
conaideration, tho ri'al queatiou, WiiH 
as to the adminiHtrative buildings, wbioli 
were occupied by a ))erinanent stall' 
year after year and every day of 
the year. There had boon u eonatant 
inoreaso of business, for instance at Ihu 
Lands and Works department. Tho Lund 
registry ollleo had, it waa true, been re- 
moved, and for a time this gave more room 
for ollices, but there had to bo aomo more 
room yet provided. Then take another 
department, that nf Finance and Agricul- 
ture ; it was overcrowded and had to havo 
more apace. Hon. members on tho opposito 
sido of the Hoosa had talked the other day 
about the new Minister for whom an appro- 
priation was made. Where was the new Min- 
ister to be accommodated when he was ap- 
pointed ? He was sure it would be a mat- 
ter of some difficulty to settle this. Then 
there waa a Bureau of Statistics for which 



new department to find oflico accommoda- 
tion 1 The fact was that the Province hud 
outgrown tho old buildings, and would 
continue to grow, and so it becutuo neces- 
sary, in spending public money to meet 
the expansion of business, to con- 
aider what would bo tho wisest 
plan to make oroviaioii ao that 
the object desired could bo attained mnstv 
economically. Tho charge that tho work 
would be non-produotivo waa not a ronaon- 
ablo ono, for suppose tho Government in- 
stead of building had to pay rent. That 
would be clearly so much money thrown 
away, even though the buildinga could not 
be got along without. The question, as ho 
had said, to be first considered was, wore 
these buildings ncoeaaary or wero they not ? 
He ag4in would say emphatically that thoy 
wero. Ono building, a land registry oflico, 
would havo to bo built. It must bo a ilro 
proof building, or aa near tiro proof as mod- 
ern architoGturo and construclioa can make 
it. The big books whicli contained tho 
valuable records of the Province had to be 
so much handled in the present quarters 
that they were rapidly being worn out, and 
it would aaat.a great deal .of money to copy 
them whem this became neceasary, Tlio 
building they were in ought to be such tha.b 
when the doors wero locked everything waa 
safe. What an appalling condition of 
things would result i£ the publio documents 
wero burned ! Why, not a man in the 
Province would be eocure in the title of hia 
property. Of ooursa all the other buildings, 
too, would have to ho made lire-proof, so as 
to be reasonably safe ; but this particularly 
applied to tho land registry otiice. Con- 
tinuing, ho Buid it was a diftioult matter, 
indeed, for one not iict[iiaiiitcd with the cir- 
cumstances to be made to understand how 



stand tho strain. The credit Imd its limit. 
If it waa exceeded it would causa labored 
work, and if excoedel further would 
caueo a smash. And ho had no hoaitatioii 
in sayinc that the credit ot British Colum- 
bia could not atnud Euch an expenditure. 
In fact ha would hesitato to vote for tuck 
an outlay oven if thu publio work to be 
tiudertaken wero olo.iily of tho most 
reproduclivo kind. It was said that 
good buildings would bo un udver- 
tiseniont of tho Province. Thia was 
a mistake, us moneyed men would bo loath 
to invest money in a Provinco with such an 
extravagant Government, bub thia orgu- 
ment ho thought, would not exactly apply, 
for the present (jovernment would not lust 
long enough to see the buildings completed. 
(Laughter,) The effect of the new work 
would bo to seriously injure the credit of 
tho Province, for it would be sink- 
ing the whole of one year's leveoae 
less the mtbsldies in a nseless 
pile of atone and brick and mortar. 
For the sake of ari;ament, admitting that 
improved accommodation was necessary, it 
did not folloiv that the necessity had arisen 
for such cxpcnsivo and hicibiy ornaaental 
buildinga ua it was prnposed to construct. 
Why had tho Government brought forward 
this measure with such haste ? It certainly 
was a question which Redistribution had 
Bometliing to do with. The (Jovernment by 
promising a measure of rcdialriliiuion ad- 
mitted that the. people ot the Province m uro 
not at present iiropcrly leprosented. Then 
why should no', llie people have nn op|;or- 
tunity of voicing liuur opinion of this now 
parliamentary bull linga acbcino nta general 
election ? At Lhe last general election the 
.subj'.'cl hail not been hinted at even iudclin- 
itely ; nor waa it h' ard of last session. The 



great the inoonveniencea of tho present, I (ioverument anil Houae would have to go 
buildings were. It wua not possible for all 
hon. members of the Houao, without look- 



ed upon, which, while it had not much to provision had been made. Where was this 



ing into the matter carefully, to reali/.e that 
the old structures had outlivod their uso- 
fulnesa, but members of the ccecutive who 
had to do the work and provide for the work 
being done knew what it wua. One thing was 
certain, and ho wished all hon. niembera to 
thoroughly understand it — the present ac- 
commodation was iiia(lc(|uato, and if tho 
Houae in iU wisdom ahould aeo tit to vote 
down the proposition now uudcr discueaion, 
it would only mean that another ono would 
havo to bo niado in order to meet publio ro- 
quiremcnts and provide tor tho proper car- 
rying on of publio work. If tho present 
structuroa wero over to catch fire they would 
go like ao much tinder, for they were, as a 
matter of fact, nothing mora or less than 
just so many sheila. He referred to the caao 
of New South Wales, where, in ISSli, with 
much more substantial structures than British 
Columbia now has, the whole place was burned 
and it coat that colony a million and a quar- 
ter of dollars to replace tho records and 
documents doatioyed. Under the circum- 
stuncea the present Government did not feel 
justified in patching up tho present build- 
ings, and they ha^ mkde np their minds 
that they would not be doing their duty as 
publio servants if they did not make some 
such recommendation ai was contained in 
the bill now before the House, to prepare 
not only for pressing present, but also for 
anticipated future needs. The next ques- 
tion to be considered was if the country 
could afford to construct them. Ho did not 
think thoro wua any doubt about 
this. Tho annual interest on the 
sum tn be expended would bo less than 
S.'iO.OOO, which was more than made up by 
tho increased subsidy from tho Dominion 
GoTernment, coaseciuont upon tho late 
census. Thia meant that there would bo uo 
increase in taxation and it was only rcasou- 
ablo to suppose that when anoilicr two 
years rolled around the pnpulution would 
have increased ao much that tho aubaidy 
would be still further increased. Tho ex- 
penditure waa to he spread over several 
years. The work would be proceeded with 
to the beat advantage without hurry- 
ing and at the same time without/ de- 
laying, After the next general election 
tho Government ^hioh aucceoded tho 
present one would carry the work 
on to completion the same as they wonid 
any other publio work. He bad seen it 
stated that tho Government ahould wait 
befoi e bringing down a measure of thia 
kind until the Rediatriluition bill wua 
passed and a general election held. Why 
ao, any more than that the (iovernmciit 
should delay in granting aid to the bridge 
across the Fraser or the court houae at Van- 
couver or a bridge across the Thoinpanu or 
any other iin[)ortaut work? Of course, in 
this case I be expeiidituro was greater, l)ul 
tho principle waa j\i3t the same. I'hu pro- 
posed bnildiiig.i could only he looked upon 
as part and parcel of v hat the country re 
(juired. They were neceasary and 
the Provinco could alfoKl them, 
and why delay thnm and await 
the Redistribution bill? He wna afruid 
that talk of the Kedistributiou bill only 
showed a desire, if posaihlo, to get control 
of the House and defeat the measure. One 
hon. gentleman (Mr. Honilin) had had the 
temerity to refer to tho graving dock. 
That was an unfortunate reference, for as 
was a well known fact, the machinery and 
cement for that work had been purchased 
years before it wua wanted and waa stored 
away at the expense of the Government. 
But this was an extraneous matter and ho 
did not wish to discuss it. It having been 
decided to have new buildinga, why uol 
havo auoh as would bo a credit to the Pro- 
vince ? With this end in view, the proper 
steps had been taken to get the 
best design possible. Hon. members 
would see all the steps that had 
been taken, as set forth in the report of 
the Chief Commi.saioiier of Lands and 
Works. He could tell them that the 
method adopted had given very general 
satisfaction, and he was sure hon. members 
had been pleaeed with the plans they saw in 
tho lobby last week. However, he would 
bo prepared to discuss these nialtora more 
in debate in committee. It was the princi- 
ple that the Government now wished to 
establish. They had tho boat interests of 
thu Province at heart. Ho had heard with 
pleasure last week tho expression of good 
feeling from certain bon. munibera opposite, 
who said they would bo perfectly aaLiblied 
if only they would get a good redistrilmlion 
bill. Here was a splendid opportunity for 
them to show the honesty of their 
profeaaiona, for he would tell them 
that tho Government proposed to introduce 
a meaauro at an early date that would deal 
fairly and justly with all oUaaGs andcircum- 
stancea. An opportunity waaoflorded now, 
he repeatoil, for these hon. menibera to show 
their sincerity and to prove to the public at 
largo that there waa no sectional feclii.g 
amongst thorn, and that the Ijland and the 
-M iinland, across the Gulf of Georgia, eouhl 
shake liaiids. ( ."Vpplause. ) 

Mu. Biuiw.v opposed tho bill, for which, 
ho aaid, thoro was but ono argument, luck 
of accommodation, all other arguments were 
against it. What a pity it was that an 
honorable iMinistor of tho Crown ahould 
havo to bo iiicouvenionoed in a Provinco 
like thia when poor settlers were packing 
their lumber and their provisions on their 
backs through' tho woods and over logs- 
He claimed that all the necessary acoommG- 
dation could be had by tho cxponditurc of 
the amount of money which would bo an 
annual charge if the new buildings wero 
put up. The question came down to this — 
the ability of the credit of tho Fforinoe to 



back to tho people in u year or ao any way 
— aooner if the Government wialied — 
uiul tho peopl'j should have a 
chance of expreaaiiig thernB(dves upon 
the subject of Ihia bill. If the policy 
of putting up new buildioKa could bo de- 
fended, there was still sutiieiont to cull for 
an expression of the people's wislies. Should 
tlio new buildinga ho plain, serviceable, and 
comparatively iue.xpenaive, or ahould they 
bo us proposed, a highly ornamental pile, to 
cost a luillion or a million and a half ? It 
waa very evident that tho intention was to 
rush this matter through aa speedily aa pos- 
sible, and the only thing that could bo plead 
in defence of thia course was the urgent 
uocessity of proceeding with the woik ut 
once. This could not truthfully boeluimed; 
the ple& would not be accepted by the peo- 
ple of the Province if a fair vote were taken, 
nor oven if un appeal was made to the coun- 
try as it at present was constituted. The 
hon. Chief Commissioner, in hia remarks, 
had first said that this matter was a purely 
Provincial one, and later on had 
made a bid for support in attempting 
to show that the passage of this bill and 
the ereotion of the new parliament build- 
logs, would anchor the Capital at Victoria. 
For himself he (Mr. Brown) could not sec. 
In the immediate future at all events, any 
chance of the Capital beiag removed frotn 
Victoria. There were, of course, a few 
who talked of removing the Capital to the 
.Vlainland, but they wero like tho annexa- 
tionists, a very aniuU factor in the popula- 
tion. In New Wostminster, whenever the 
subject chanced to be mmlioned, it was 
greeted with cries of "Dead issue "—for 
such it wos. Suppoaing tho Mainland in 
time did secure a greater prepanderanco of 
population, and dccidc<l to remove the 
Capital from Victoria, where would they 
remove it Ui'i Kamloo])s, Vernon, Vancou- 
ver and WcsinunsLer, all would he liid iing 
for it, and \'ictoria would laugh and 
retain it after all. There was no 
ueed of building pirliament buildings 
in order to anchor the Capital ut Viotoria. 
It was hero now and would remain. The 
real object of tho bill was to be aeon in the 
fact that Victoria had aent to the Houao a 
majority of repreoontativca who op- 
posed the Govorument, and §250,000 apiece 
might not bo too much to poy for thorn. 
There were in reality two Vistorias— tho 
one made up of those who preyed upon the 
favors of the Government ; thoy surely hud 
been well purchased already, though jkt- 
haps they might need oocasioiial refreshing. 
Then there wua the Victoria of steady, 
quiet, buainesa like solidity ; it, be thought, 
coulil not bo bought. The proposiiion be- 
fore tho House was as the hon. Chief Coin- 
iiiiasicner had suid — n hu.sineas pi opoaitioii. 
It was the buaincss of the people of Britith 
C'oluiiibiii, and it ahould be left to their de- 
cision. I'lio paasiige of tho bill at present, 
without going to the people, would, he very 
much feared, recreate the old and lament 
able spirit of sectionalism. 

Hon. Col Baker said that in considerinL; 
tho bill before tho House, hon. members 
would havo to ask themselves two c|ueHli<jn.M 
— lirat, what wua it that it wua |)i'i>|joae(l to 
do; second, why waa it proi)03oiI to do it? 
It waa propnaed to borrow $GO0,OOU of 
foreign capital to bo expended in the erec- 
tion of publio buildings which would bo 
adtquato to the accommodation of the buai- 
neaa of tho Province — buildings which 
MouKl bn commensurate with the dignity 
and importance not only of tho Province ns 
it is to-day, but of the Pro*iuce as it will 
be ten or twenty years hence. It 
WI18 proposed to borrow thia foreign 
ciL])ital ao that future generations who 
enjoy the benefits incident upon its expen- 
diture shall bear a portion of tho expense ; 
the money was to be borrowed at -1.^ per 
cent., tho repayment of this §{100,000 to bo 
extended over a period of fifty years. All 
that this generation would ho required to 
pay would be some $'J7,000 per annum, 
while they enjoyed all tho benefits of theso 
creditable public buildings. And why was 
it proposed to do this » Because, as the 
hon. Chief Commissioner bad said, the pro- 
sent acoomniodutions were entirely inade- 
quate. In his own cflioo (the Provincial 
Secretary's) one could literally see through 
the walls, and in many of the other depart- 
ments there waa positively no room for tho 
public papers of the Province. It 
had been urged that tho ncces.iity 
might be met by enlarging tho present 
buildinga, .adding wings, etc. These would 
simply be oxoreacenoca npi>n the iniblic 
buildings of the Province that would e.Kcito 
tho laughter and contempt of all who saw 
them. U would bo patching and rejiatching 
nn old and worn out garment when it would 
be much cheaper to buy a now one. To erect 
new buildinga in the n.anuer proposed was 
u far more economical plan than to continue 
putcbiiig tho old- la one point be (Hon. 
Col. U.iker) iliU'ored fniiii hia hon. cullcngue, 
the Chief ( 'onnuiaaioner. Timt hon. gentle- 
inim had said that it waa uo (juea- 
tioii of the Capital. He should 
like to stri]) thia ((uestion of nil its 
i-peciouu CDVoriiig and exaniine it in 
all the iiakcdncaa of truth. Fvcryoiie knew 
of the constant bickoringa in the past be- 
tween Mainland and laluiul, ariuiiig not 
from any friendly rivalry hut from a spirit 
of jealousy On the Island the peoiilo were 
ever watchful, ever fiiariiig that the Main- 
Luid irughl in time Qleh from them the 
t^apital. He used the word lileli ndviaedly, 
for conaidering that the Capital had been 
established hero for more than twenty 
years and that Island enterprise had been 
largely inatrumontul in promoting tho de- 
velopment of all parts of tho Provinco, 
for the Mainlandera to attempt to re- 
lOontinwtd on Page Seven.]

move tho Capital from Victoria, even should 
tho population beciino more naniorona 
across tho Gulf, would he to utiliM might to 
subvert right. Thus the (iiiestion of the 
Capital did, in his mind, enter into tho cal- 
culation. Hon, gentlemen from the Main- 
land hud stated, and he believed honestly, 
that they were finite willing tho Capital 
should remain oc Victoria. But this vas 
not enough. Supposing that one man went 
to another to aecure a life lease of hia honiu, 
He was met with the reply, "No; I will 
uot give you a lease for ninety-nine years ; 
I'll give it to you for live years ;^ but you 
will not, at tho ccpiration of tho live years, 
ho disturbed iu possession." The reply 
would assuredly be, "I would like that 
in writing," So with regard to those new 
parliament buiUliupa, they were the written 
Kuarantee to tho Island that tho Capital 
would remain, na it should remain, 
at Victoria. "What were tho arj.;u- 
nients a^jainst tho present proposition ? 
It had been said in discussing the etimatcs 
and in the course of the present dehato that 
the present was not tho time to erect ox- 
pensive public buildings — to embark in such 
un undertaking now would he to involve a 
wasteful expenditure of public money, he- 
cauae the erection of now parliament build- 
ings would not aid in thu development of 
the Province. Did not the erection of new 
purliunienl buildings aid Provincial prosper- 
ity'; Was it proposed to pile one above another 
thu coins making up this §000,000? No, it 
took labor to build, and the §600,000 would 
IjL'.ilio wages of labor — contractors, artisans 
and iiiccluuiio-i. They would spend a por- 
tion of their earnings upon the neee>-Barieb 
of life, and I liey would naturally invest tlie 
balance in the iiuluatries of tho country. 
The money would ijo direct into the central 
reservoir, \"ictoria, and percolate into every 
pnrtion of (lie country, to enrioh and fertll- 
izo ilie whole. I'liia afguiiient was unan- 
.siverable. Any large expenditure of foreign 
money inust, starting from the place 
of its original distribution .sincid over 
the country and honefil the wliiile. It had 
now been proved : first, what it was pro- 
posed to do by this introduction of foreif^ii 
capit.xl; .second, thut the proposed work was 
necessary; and third, that the ereetiim of 
the parliauient liuiklinga would go a 

long way towarda putting an enrl In 
sectional bitterucHS between the Island and 
tho Mainland. And what would ho tho 
cost'.' Twenty-seven thousand dollars u 
year, or at the [■xairgi-raiiul figures of the 
lion, iiieiiiber for \Y <-stniiustcr, S-iri.OOO a 
year — and this wotiM gii-e an expenditure 
of §ti()0,IK)(J or S 1,000, OUO for the heneer, of 
tho trade of tho entire country. Tlie 
$1.5,000 would 1)0 a mere nothing. In con 
olnaiou, those huilJings it was proposed to 
creel would bo a source of prido aud ud- 
mirution, vvoulil bind tho rising generation 
to the country, and would, as already 
clearly di-inonstrated, meet tho demand for 
increased accoainiodation, which grew 
louder each sueceediog year. ( Applause. ) 

Mb Sword objected to tho expenditure 
of 80 much money on a work which he 
oharacterized as Ln no way reproductive. 
Were the grant asked for the Inauguratioa 
of public works calculated to develop 
the industries of tho country, he would have 
nothing to say in opposition.

" In tho event of the diaaolution of the 
Reichstag, a majority of tho German 
electors, I believe, will aupport the army 
bill. In my opinion, however, tho wisest 
course would be to effect a compromise 
with the present Reichstag, and thus avoid 
the disadvantage suffered by the country 
from a general election. A majority for the 
present measure in a modified form could 
be secured by some diplomatic negotiation 
with tho Clericals uml UadienlH. Tlie 
chaneellor'a refusal to eoniproniise, how- 
ever, ia the cause for the present critical 
condition of affairs "

I'arih, March 20,— Socialists at Roubaix 
yestdrduy stormed a hall in which Catholics 
were holding a private meeting. When the 

:ora had broken in tho doors several 
Catholic.i tried to bar their progress into 
tho meeting, liut the rioters threw thcni 
lown and foreed thuir way to the platform, 
.vhere the priests had raised an altur und 
placed u crucilix. They apat upon the 
cruciiix, brolce it into fragments and tossed 
tlio piecea into tho congregation. The 
priesla, hoping to allay the excitement, 
began to intime anthems. Their calm- 
ness only aggravated the mob. The priests 
were attacked, kuoclicd down, carried to 
tho doors and thrown into the street, while 
some of the rioters drove out the men, wo- 
men and children of the congregation and 
nthcrs smashed the furniture in tho hall. 
Many women and several men were severely 
injured by beini; knocked down and 
trannpled upon while the rioters were eject- 
ing them. The police did not arrive in suf- 
ficient force to control the mob until after 
tho hall had been emptied of the Catholics 
and all the furniture had been destroyed. 
Numerous arrests have been made and more 
are expected to follow.
